ON a motion of adjournment made this day in the Houlé, the Duke 
vt Rutmond arofe and obferved, that as the enfiing day was to put a 
period to the prefent feffion, it appeared to him highly and indifpen- 

ibly nece(lary, that his Majefty’s Minifters thould enter into fonie ex- 

planation of their conduét as to the caufes, fo far as they nnderftood 

them, of the date alarming feceflion, and as to the motives-which lad 

induced others to ftay in.

The Right Honour- 

able Gentlenian who had lately filled the important office of one of his 

Majetty’s Principal Séerétaries of State; was, beyond all doubt, one of 

the able(t men, and moft.cenfummiate flatefman, that’ this “country 

had at any time been bleffed with. ‘The lofs of fuch talents, govern- 

ed, as he firmly believed they were, by themolt perfect integrity, 

could not but be a fatal, blow that he lamented with the deepett and 
mott heartfelt fincerity.
